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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Janik 

et al. (2002/0164973) in view of Ross et al. (2002/0132616). 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, Janik discloses a local wireless communication 

network for digital audio players (See fig. 1), the network comprising: a host 18; a first 

wireless communication platform 30 in communication with the host 18; and two or 

more digital audio players 42 having two or more second wireless communication 

platforms 114 coupled to each of the two or more digital audio players for establishing a 

communication link 34 between the host 18 and two or more digital audio players (See 

fig. 1 and page 3 [0046-0049]). However, Janik does not mention that the second 

wireless communication platforms are for establishing a communication link between 

the digital audio players. Ross teaches a wireless communication network for audio 

storage and playback devices (See fig. 1) wherein the device is capable of establishing 

communication links with other devices within range as well as with the service provider 

(See fig. 1 and page 2 [0019-0021]). Since both Janik and Ross disclose wireless 

communication network for audio storage and playback devices; therefore it would have 
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been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the "invention was made to 
apply the Ross's teaching in modifying the Janik's digital audio devices by adding the 
capability of establishing communication links between the devices for the advantage of 
allowing devices to share stored contents with each others as well as reducing workload 
for the host. 

Regarding claim 2, Janik & Ross disclose as cited in claim 1 . Janik further 
disclose the host 18 and the first wireless communication platform are configured as a 
gateway (See page 3 [0049]). 

Regarding claims 3-5, Janik & Ross disclose as cited in claim 2. Janik further 
discloses the host is a personal computing platform or a set top box or a stand-alone 
audio gateway (See page 3 [0046-0049]). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
